Department.

We have 2 new members attending drills and geared up.
Mike Schiffer and Andy Kremer have started the BEFO class.
Committee Reports:

Capital Plan and Truck Committee: Tom has been working on the inventory which needs to be
updated and maintained. Inventory can be worked on in segments at District meetings. Need to
identify the priorities for vehicle replacement and make a schedule.

Discuss UTV purchase in committee.
Old Business:

Department is not interested in purchasing a drone after conferring with the Big Indian Fire
District. Not a useful tool.

New Business: A Motion was made by Mike, Seconded by Dave to change wording in
Reimbursement Policy for Chiefs’ Personal Vehicle Use. It will include “other approved
personnel” for mileage reimbursement. See updated policy.

Brian from Ulster County Self Insurance discussed the pros and cons of withdrawal from the
insurance pool. The following points were discussed:

Withdrawal fee in 2022 was $11,000.00. A resolution to withdraw must be passed prior to July
1,2023.

Premiums are based on the tax base. (CFD premium $7,900.00)

Claryville Fire District is averaged into the entire pool of 30 communities who make up the
insureds.

We are covered if something happens in Sullivan County but the premium is based on Ulster
County Tax base.

Ulster County Self Insurance can negotiate claims.

Other insurance companies may initially have a lower rate, but with an incident the rate has the
potential to greatly increase.

The rate with Ulster County Self Insurance stays the same.
